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CCP_ISSUES NORTH CHINA 1AND-REF(RM REGUIATICONS

Pai-p'ing, 20 October {(NCNA) -- The North China Bureau of the CCP Central
Committee lesued instructions az 10 October 1949, concerning land rpform in new
areas to be yut into sffect during the winter and spring of 1$49-50. It has
been decided to inaugurate the land-reform program in Nortb China in an area
containing 15 million poopls, wkich includes same newly recovered regicme. With
the exception of Sulyan, whers speclal conditions prevall, ihe program of equal
land distribution will be efrected.

The following conditiuns are laid down for carrying out the land-distiibu-
tion program: '

1. Where there is no landiord class, surplus land and feudal properties
of the old-type wealthy farmers may be taken over and distributed to landless
ané noar-landless farmers, Bowaver, these weelthy fermers and landlords will
be given a share of land and property equal to that of the other farmors. The
policy of taking lends and making raupers of the owaers will no longer be em-

& ployed,

All faudsal and semifeudal loans with exorbitant interest rates will
be cancelled, but loans of the People's government, Peopls's Bank, people's
) mitual trads promotior loans, friendship loans, and wage accounts of laborers
— and shop workera wili continus in effect.

Enlightened gentry, rocogniled by the masses &8s such, .shoulc be provided
forias vell as’ inteilsutuais, includirg those of the landlord and wealthy farmer
classes and members of their familiee, The latter should be given indoctrina-
tion courses to direct their onerglea Into the service of the masses, lLandlords
and wealthy farmers who change residenés from one village area to anotler and
conservative elements shovld be given toe usual allotment of land and goods.

Flooks and herds of landlords and well-to-do farmers in North Chahar
and other places should not bs redistrlbuted.

permission le granted by the provincial authorities.

2, The policy of levellrg the extremss witheut disturbing the middle will
be carried out and the ms*thod of ¢ivisiorn of land according to ths sxmct number
of ipndiv'duals will be discontinued. In this way feudalism may most surely be
erzdicated, the demanis of the pcor farmers and farm laborers be sdequately mot,
and the unity of these clusses with ths middle~class farmers be establisbhed, It
hes Dbeen clearly demcnstrated that the farmer plan of expropriating the lands of
the prosperous middie-cless Parmers was more harmful than advantagsous and should
be completely avoided hereefter,

3, A very careful distinction must be mads between classes in order o racog-
nizs clearly our smsmisa, strengtaen the mors them 90 percsnt of the masses who
ere ypeasanis, isolats the inflvence of the feudsaliste, and stabilize and expand
the batils lines of the pecple’s iemccracy among the peasantry. In this matter
the two 1933 documonts snd Camreds Jom Pi-shik’s "Soms Froblems of Lend Reform”

chould be followed implicitly In carrying ¢t the democratic procedure of public
discussion to distinguish classes. The mistaken method of arbitrary forcibie
2levation or damotion of class pesition must be resolutely opposed.

4. The legal exocutive boly for carrying out the land roform 1s the deleogates
conference of all the agricultural groups, primarily the puor farmers and farm
laborers bubt including this middls-class farmors. The structure of this organiza-

tlon may be chengsd by higher government agsncies and higher egricultural organi-
zations.

The leadership agencies of the pessants conference and the agricultural
assoclations should include from one half to two thirds representation of poor
fergers and farm lalborers and uot lese than ome third of middle-clase farmers.

Whan the class consciousness and the organizatianal abllity of a D Jority
of the agricultural classes has advanced far enough, people's delegates assemblies
should be organized on ths village, chu, and heien levels in order to complate the
changs -over fram old govermmental procedures.

5. A clear distinction should be made betweer verious members of the landed
classas, such ap old-type tyrannical wealthy farmers and thoee who have coms up
into the wealthy farmer class from humble beginnings in the laboring clases; be-
twoen woll-disposed lemdlords and tyrannical landlords. The treatment accorded
each should be based on Indivilual cases. An organized well-calculated opposition
Shoulld Bs ralseld egalinet thuou wlo lave aroussd e emmity of the mmeses. Pros-
porous middle-cless farmers are still middle-claes farmers and a clear distinction

should be mintainud between them and wealthy farmers,

Maus opposition bto the wicksd group should bo combined with people's court
procadure, Violencs, whether bsating, rigomment, or slaying, must be prohibited.
Death sentonces must be passzd by the hsien people's court and approved by the North
Chira Paople's govermment bafore they may be onforced.
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6. A carefvl dis‘inction mast be made botwesn the faudal real estate of ‘
landlords and old type wsalthy farmure and thelr Iindustrisl anl commrrciel )
holdings. In this mattor, the pulicy of protectlon of industry muet be followed . }

The ariginal industrial enteryrises and those more rocently engaged In by these
clapeses are all included im this policy, whsther in the clty or the country.
Propertles comnacted with their industries such us factory sites, stores, shops,
residences, machinery, tools, metsls, handicraft equipment such as reesling machines,
locus, fluffing machines, cottom-tab presges, etc., ars not to bs confiscated.

7. Notice mus: be glven that the practise of secreting wealth is illegel.
The purpose of thie notice is bo expose fremsures hidden irn the grourd by land-
lords and wealthy peasants.. In commectlon with such notlce, encouragement tc
the voluntary surrsader of such treasures may bs given by offerimng to permit the
owner to retain & portion, perhaps a third, to be invested in industry or commerce,
the balance to be distributed to the peassrnts In a ressonable memnsr. Treasures
thue revealed that riay have belnnged to high officials should bacome the property
of the govermment banks end may not be distributed. ‘

Should ownsrs of such property comtinue umwilling %o refrain fram volun-
tarily producing it, the only recourse is to continus investigation. Foreibls
excavation, violence to psrsons, imprisomment, or slaughter may not be utilized.

Bach provincial coamnittue should set forth & definite, practical plan of
1smd reform in the newly occupied areas within the province and se-d responsibls
cadres to assist the party cammitteea in these areas in preparation for the re-
form program. They should select and train cadres, and call conferences to teach
clase Aistinctions, how +o distinguish policies clearly, what action 1s suitable
or unsuitable, and how to set up plans.

This preparatory work shculd be campleted by the end of October 1949. During
the last deys of October the helen cadres should go into the country, study autumn
planting comditions, femiliarize themselves with the situatiom, discover and orgen-
ize progressive elements, spread propaganis on the policy of leveling the extrames
without disturbing the middle, establish and regulate mass organizations, explain
and dslineate clamses, collate camplaints, and arouse the enthusisem of the meases,

After this pweparation, they should proceed to carry out the distribution of
the land and wealth of the landlords and weelthy farmers in a well-organized, well-
led mamner. Except for the cases of & very amall number of cbstreperous landlords
who require action by the psopls’s courts, the program will be carried out by
ressoning, and by explanation of the law and the policy. Hvery step of the process
should follow the ldea of maes action.

There will be no mendatory compuleion, nor on the other hand will there be any
lack of firmwaes. The leaders of the party om all levels must maintaln firm con-
trol of the whole land-reform program. Never again should there be sesn any un-
authorized, wnreguiated activity, and nc cadremen may introduce any changes into
the policy.

: In aress long under the oppression of the "memy, living conditions are very
bad and the lapd-reform progrer in these areas should be cambined with relief ac-
- tivities, especielly in areas where natural calamities have added to the distress
of the masses. In such areas the reform program may be temporarily delayed in
favor of promoting productive rellef programs.

In copmection with the land reform, a well-planned, carefully-led party mem-
bership campaign shoulid be conducted, glving speclal attentiom to that bastion
of party organization, ths detachment (chih-pu).
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In the oldar liberated arsas all lend-reform questions should be. dettled in
accordance with the policles of the Central Comnittec and the Forth china Bursau
during the winter end spring of 1949 - 1950.- Care should be axsrcised that thars
18 no violation of the land and property rights of any claes after the camplotion
of the land-reform program, so that production may be me’ntained end expanded.

In visw of the prior meed for 'political and military reorganization, reguls-
tion of reatr and interest, and the establishment of revolutiomary nrocedures in
Sniyuan Frovincas, the lani-referm rrogram will be delayed until ths winter and
spring of 1950-91,
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
